37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant pointed out that in Fig, 192 the extrusion direction is 
vertical, and Fig. 74 the grain boundaries are not visible. Applicant argued the prior art does not teach a "generally 
round grain structure" together with the properties in instant claim 33. The examiner submitted that the prior art of 
record appears to teach a grain structure that can be described as "generally round", within the definition/description 
provided by the present specification. The examiner pointed out the convention in the metallurgical arts of referring to 
the degree of roundness/elongation of the grain structure of metal alloys in terms of aspect ratio (see ASM Handbook 
pages 357-358), in order to specifically characterize the shape of grains (also providing a more definitive comparison to 
the prior art). However, no new matter may be added . 
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
